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FOREWORD 


RESULTS  obtained  at  sales  held  at  these  galleries  this  season  show  that 
the  demand  for  American  Colonial  furniture  and  decorative  objects 
has  in  no  way  diminished,  nor  been  effected  by  temporarily  adverse 
conditions.  We  refer  especially  to  the  two  fine  sales  of  November  1929 
and  January  of  the  present  year,  which  sales  resulted  in  establishing  a  new 
system  of  values  and  illustrated  the  remarkable  extent  of  public  interest  and 
appreciation  for  objects  of  this  kind.  Mr.  Berry  has  succeeded  in 
assembling  a  group  of  pieces  that  embraces  almost  the  whole  range  of 
styles  and  periods  known  to  collectors — carved  and  paneled  oak  and  pine 
chests  dating  from  the  last-quarter  of  the  seventeenth  century;  chests-on- 
chests ;  highboys  ranging  from  the  six-legged  examples  veneered  in  burl  ash, 
or  walnut,  to  the  gracefully  constructed  scroll-top  cabriole-legged  variety  of 
the  Queen  Anne  and  later  periods,  in  figured  maple  and  walnut;  lowboys  in 
similar  woods;  serpentine-fronted  and  beautifully  veneered  and  inlaid  chests 
of  drawers;  slant-top  desks  with  bracket  and  Dutch  feet;  tambour-front  and 
glazed-door  secretaries  in  the  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton  styles,  inlaid  with 
satinwood  and  other  woods;  Hepplewhite  serpentine  and  straight-front 
sideboards,  including  a  fine  example  attributed  to  a  Salem  cabinetmaker  and 
another  superbly  inlaid  in  satinwood,  with  reeded  legs  in  the  Sheraton  style. 

The  chairs  comprise  scroll-crested  banister-back  examples  and  the 
extremely  graceful  fiddle-back  variety  with  Spanish  feet  in  maple  and  ash, 
dating  from  the  first-quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century,  shell-carved  Queen 
Anne  chairs  in  walnut,  two  fine  sets  of  Chippendale  cabriole-legged  dining 
chairs,  and  a  Hepplewhite  set  with  nicely  carved  shield  backs.  Chippendale 
claw-and-ball  foot  wing  chairs  in  mahogany  and  walnut,  a  very  fine  Martha 
Washington  armchair,  and  a  number  of  Windsor  chairs  with  comb  backs 
complete  this  category.  A  shell-carved  block-front  clock  in  nicely  figured 
cherry,  or  applewood,  is  deserving  of  special  mention  and  closely  resembles 
the  fine  example  in  the  Philip  Flayderman  Collection;  another  by  Aaron 
Willard  bears  the  maker's  trade  label,  and  one  in  nicely  figured  maple 
has  a  shell-carved  pendulum  door  and  is  undoubtedly  of  New  England 
origin;  the  two  fine  banjo  clocks  may  safely  be  attributed  to  the  Willards 
of  Massachusetts. 

The  owner  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  a  splendid  group  of  Queen 
Anne  and  Chippendale  mirrors,  in  walnut  and  mahogany  with  carved  and 
gilded  decoration.  The  balance  of  the  furniture  consists  of  three  pedestal 
dining  tables,  in  mahogany  and  of  the  popular  Duncan  Phyfe  type,  inlaid 
card  tables,  sewing  and  tripod  tables.  Mention  is  made  of  the  following 
examples  that  will  make  a  special  appeal  because  of  their  rarity, — a 
Queen  Anne  walnut  tea  table  with  oblong  tray  top  and  Dutch  feet,  and  a 
block-front  card  table  attributed  to  a  cabinetmaker  of  Newport,  R.  I. 

Each  session  of  the  sale  begins  with  early  American  glass  in  varied 
colors  and  ends  with  a  number  of  hand-woven  linen  and  wool,  and  white 
candlewick  American  coverlets  of  the  last  century.
